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Diocese gives responses 
for economy pastoral

SAN DIEGO — In February, the 
diocesan Peace and Justice Commission 
submitted to Bishop Leo T. Maher input 
gathered from the public about the second 
draft of the pastoral letter on Catholic 
Social Teaching and the U.S. Economy. 


Ten responses, gathered from groups 
or individuals throughout the diocese, 
were given to Bishop Maher who will 


review the input to prepare for the writing’ 


of the third draft of the economy pastoral 
this summer. 


ELLEN SMITH, chairwoman of the 
Peace and Justice Commission, said 
public input for the second draft was less 
than that for the first. One reason for this 
may be that there has been less publicity 
surrounding the second draft than there 
was for the first. 


Although input was gathered ‘‘mainly 
from middle-class parishes,’’ a special 
effort was made this time ‘‘to focus on the 
marginalized’? people in San’ Diego, 
Smith said. 

To achieve this, one-to-one interviews 
were done with the poor at San Diego 
Catholic Worker and Rachel’s Women’s 
Center. Betty Watson, who works at 
SDCW, conducted the interviews. 


WATSON EXPLAINED that the 
interviews with the poor were done on an 
individual basis to cut down on the 
possibility of intimidation. The interviews 
included a cross-section of people of 
different races, ages, and sexes, she said. 


“The level was spiritual, but we were 
talking about the economy,’’ Watson said 
of the interviews with the poor. Each of 
the people she talked with had ideas on 
how to improve the quality of life for 
themselves and for society, she added. 


Women interviewed ‘‘were more self- 
oriented’’ regarding the economy, 
Watson noted. While men seemed to 
realize they were on the street by choice, 
women saw themselves as victims, were

more suspicious, and felt’ more 


vulnerable, Watson said. 


SOME MEN interviewed by Watson 
spoke of how prayer helps them to 
survive. Others talked of the need to raise 
the minimum wage and guarantee jobs 
for all who want them. 


The women Watson spoke with were 
grateful for the help the Catholic Church 
offers to poor people. Other items 
mentioned by women included the need 
for job skills and counseling. 


The interviews with the poor were done 
to reach some of San Diego’s 
marginalized people and let them know 
the bishops do care about their 
experiences and ideas, as well as to affirm 
what the bishops wrote in their pastoral 
letter regarding the poor who bear the 
brunt of the injustices within the U.S. 
economic system, Smith wrote in a letter 
to Bishop Maher. 


INPUT FROM others who took part 
in reviewing the second draft was more 
Smith noted. 
Some people differed philosophically with 
the bishops, stating that parts of it were 
too politically to the left or not left 
enough, she said. 


The Peace and Justice Commission 
told reviewers, however, not to look at the 
document from a political perspective but 
from a spiritual and religious one through 
Scripture and church teaching. 


“‘There’s no doubt that people will 
disagree on how to take care of the poor,”’ 
Smith said. ‘‘The bishops stress the 
dignity of the human person,’’ she added. 


‘““WE HAVE TO take care of those in 
need not just through charity but through 
the causes (of that need) in the economic 
system,’’ Smith explained, adding that 
one needs to ask ‘‘Why are the poor so?’’

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Heated debate erupts 
over refusal to retract 


WASHINGTON (NC) A clash 
involving the right of a theologian to 
dissent from some church teachings in an 
atmosphere of academic freedom and the 
duty of the Church to’ safeguard the 
purity of its beliefs erupted in mid-March 
when Father Charles Curran rejected a 
Vatican order that he retract his views on 
some sexual ethics issues. 


He was told he would lose his right to 
teach as a Catholic theologian at The 
Catholic University of America in 
Washington if he did not comply with the 
order from the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith. 


BECAUSE CATHOLIC University is 
a pontifical university, theologians must 
have Vatican approval to teach there. 


Father Curran, a moral theologian 
whose career at Catholic University has 
been marked by controversy, revealed at 
a news conference that Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, head of the Vatican’s 
doctrinal congregation, had ordered him 
to retract his views on a number of issues. 


Those issues, outlined in a letter from 
Cardinal Ratzinger to the theologian, 
include contraception and sterilization, 
abortion and euthanasia, masturbation, 
premarital intercourse and homosexual 
acts, and the indissolubility of 
sacramental and consummated marriage.

positions on these issues, the cardinal 
said, ‘‘violate the conditions necessary for 
a professor to be called a Catholic 
theologian.’’ It added that ‘‘the 
authorities of the Church cannot allow the 


present situation to continue in which the... 


inherent contradiction is prolonged.”’ 


Father Curran, at his news conference, 
said the core of the controversy “‘concerns 
the legitimacy of dissent from 
authoritative, non-infallible church 
teaching.”’ 


He said he does not disagree with any _ 
dogmas or defined truth and said his basic ~ 


position is that it is ‘‘legitimate for a 
Roman Catholic to dissent in theory and 
in practice from non-infallible church 
teaching.”’ 

FATHER CURRAN said this view is 
‘‘many world-acclaimed 
Roman Catholic theologians,’’ including 
the late Jesuit Father Karl Rahner, 
French Dominican Father Yves Congar, 
and several U.S. theologians. 


““My positions are neither rebellious 
nor radical,’’ he said. ‘‘My theological 
positions represent the mainstream of 
Catholic theology.”’

CHURCH LEADERS PROTEST — 
Contrary to statements made by _ the 
Nicaraguan bishops’ conference and other 
church leaders, there is no_ religious 
persecution in Nicaragua, said Auxiliary 
Bishop Thomas Gumbleton of Detroit. Bishop 
Gumbleton joined six other church leaders at a 
press conference in Washington sponsored by 
Witness for Peace to criticize U.S. military 
support for ‘‘contra’’ rebels seeking the over- 
throw of Nicaragua’s Sandinista government. 
Bishop Gumbleton was one of 200 religious 
leaders who signed a statement opposing a 
Reagan administration request for $100 
million in military and non-military aid to the 
contra forces. 


MESSAGE TO CALIFORNIA — 
Auxiliary Bishop John Ricard of Baltimore has 
endorsed a state Senate resolution calling on 
Maryland citizens to boycott table grapes. 
Bishop Ricard testified in favor of the 
resolution at hearings in Annapolis before the 
Maryland Senate Economic and 
Environmental Affairs Committee. The 
bishop was joined at the late February hearing 
by United Farm Workers of America president 
Cesar Chavez, who called the current boycott 
in July 1984. The boycott was organized to 
protest California Gov. George Deukmejian’s 
veto of a $1 million appropriation to create a 
compliance enforcement unit under the state 
Agriculture Labor Relations Board. The 
Maryland resolution, said Bishop Ricard, 
would send a message to California growers 
and officials to protect workers from pesticide 
poisoning and enforce laws already on the 
books. 


LEGISLATION ENDANGERED — 
The National Organization for Women and 
other groups are killing major civil rights 
legislation by trying to use it as a pro-abortion 
vehicle, National Right to Life Committee 
spokeswoman Kay James said at a 
Washington press conference. The press 
conference was held the day after a NOW- 
organized march to show support for the 1973 
Supreme Court decision legalizing abortion. 
The demonstrators followed up their march 
with lobbying efforts seeking to remove an 
anti-abortion amendment from the proposed 
Civil Rights Restoration Act. Ms. James, 
NRLC public affairs director, said groups that 
favor abortion are misrepresenting the 
amendment and are ‘‘willing to sink the Civil 
Rights Act’’ to further their cause.

DEFENDING PEACE — Promoting the 
cause of peace can include using force to 
defend it, Pope John Paul II told a group of 
300 Italian military chaplains at the Vatican. 
The chaplain’s task, he said, is to reflect the 
balance betwéen hope and realism found in the 
Church’s teaching. ‘‘One does not help the 
cause of peace (by) negating the possibility and 
the duty to defend it,’’ he said. His comment 
was an apparent reference to the Church’s 
teaching that governments cannot be denied 
the right to legitimate defense when peaceful 
means of settlement have been exhausted. 


CURIA REFORM — Pope John Paul II 
has appointed a commission of six cardinals to 
implement a seven-year effort to reform the 
Roman Curia, the Church’s central 
administrative body. The Vatican said the 
pope met with the commission, headed by 
Italian Cardinal Sebastiano Baggio, a long- 
time Curia veteran who is currently in charge 
of Vatican City operations. It was the first 
formal announcement of the existence of the 
new commission. Its membership was not 
made public by the Vatican. According to a 
well-informed Vatican source who asked not to 
be identified, the new commission will address 
some basic issues and criticisms about Curia 
operations raised during a meeting of the 
College of Cardinals last November. 


LIBERATION COMMITMENT — 
Black South Africans ‘‘will triumph’’ despite 
formidable odds, said the general secretary of 
the Southern African Catholic Bishops’ 
Conference, who recently led a massive 
funeral procession for Blacks killed in political 
violence. Father Smangaliso Mkhatshwa said 
South Africans have a commitment to ‘‘the 
struggle for liberation.’’ Father Mkhatshwa 
spoke after leading an estimated 60,000 people 
in a funeral procession for 17 Blacks killed in 
political violence in Johannesburg’s Alexandra 
Township. Bishop Reginald Joseph Orsmond 
of Johannesburg and other religious leaders 
also participated. ‘ 


STRONGER CHURCH — Cardinal 
Paulos Tzadua of Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, said 
in a New York interview that the Catholic 
Church of Ethiopia had been strengthened by 
its experience in responding to the country’s 
famine. Externally, he said, church relief work 
offered a ‘‘good witness’? and gained the 
appreciation of non-Catholics. More 
important, he said, was the ‘‘internal benefit’’ 
that came from church members devoting 
themselves to serving others in an especially 
dedicated way. Cardinal Tzadua said the areas 
where Catholics are most numerous were not 
those with most severe suffering from the 
drought, so the Church was largely engaged in 
aiding non-Catholics, he said. Cardinal 
Tzadua, archbishop since 1977, was in New 
York as part of an ecumenical delegation 
visiting the United States to express thanks for 
aid given to Ethiopia and appeal for continued 
help. 


CASES CLOSED — The cases of two 
School Sisters of Notre Dame who signed a 
controversial advertisement on abortion in 
October 1984 ‘‘have been brought to closure,”’ 
according to a statement by the provincial 
leader of the order’s Baltimore province. The 
provincial leader, Sister Patricia Flynn, made 
the announcement concerning the cases of 
Sisters Jeannine Gramick of the. Baltimore 
province and Sister Margaret Ellen Traxler of 
the province of Mankato, Minn., but said she 
had no further comment. According to the 
statement, Sister Mary Margaret Johanning, 
general superior of the order, received word on 
the closing of the two cases from Cardinal Jean 
Jerome Hamer, who heads the Vatican 
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Congregation for Religious and Secular 


Institutes. 


RED-HOT ISSUE — Liberation theology, 
“‘purified of elements that can water it down,’’ 
is a necessary part of the Church’s social 
thought and is a ‘‘red-hot issue,’’ Pope John 
Paul II told a group of Brazilian bishops called 
to the Vatican to discuss church problems in 
their country. The pope encouraged the 
bishops: to continue their programs to over- 
come the South American country’s social 
problems. He warned, however, that these 
programs should be based on a Catholic 
doctrine ‘‘without ambiguities nor 
deformations.’’ Liberation theology, an effort 
to apply Christian teachings to concrete socio- 
economic and political problems, is a popular 
ideological base for many Brazilian social 
action programs.

This time Alice finds herself in a place called Blunder- 
land where she sets out to find the truth. She encounters 
the Cat, a journalist who knows what is happening but 
only prints what sells, and the Rabbit, the only one in 
Blunderland who understands the truth about the dangers 
of ‘‘fairy dust.’’ The rabbit’s knowledge of the truth 
causes him to be labeled a ‘‘radical’’ and endangers his 
life. 


Alice also meets the two superpowers, Tweedledum 
and Tweedledummer, who argue over treaties. while 
building bigger and bigger stockpiles of fairy dust in fierce 
competition for the lead. Each points to the other when 
asked who is ‘“‘dummer.”’ 

ALICE ALSO encounters the Prime Minister, who 
tries to sound important and does nothing; the Walrus, a 
business tycoon who sells fairy dust to both superpowers; 
and Biggie Rat and the Mad Hatter, who seek to reap 


profits through the non-warfare use of fairy dust. 


Much of the play’s nuclear disarmament message is 
found in the lyrics of its songs. Song titles include ‘‘God 
Save Us From Ourselves,’’ ‘‘The Last Protest Song,”’ 
and ‘Garden to Grow,’’ the last ‘performed by 
‘*Flowers’’ who do only what serves their best interest and 
become concerned about an issue only if it directly affects 
them. 


The Feb. 28 opening night audience appeared pleased 
with the performance, especially by that of the Forest 
Gnomes, six children who sing a song titled ‘‘Leave My 
DNA Alone,’ a song lamenting the damage fairy dust 
causes to the gnomes’ DNA. 


ALL BUT one of the actors in the local production of 
‘Alice in Blunderland’’ are members of the First 
Unitarian Church. According to Ellie Stein, the play’s 
producer, the only cast member who has professional 
acting experience is Ann Krill, who plays the Cat. 


Although the cast is not made up of professional actors, 
Stein noted that many of the 1,800 people who viewed one 
of the six performances at the Unitarian Church were 
pleased with the quality of the performers. ‘‘I had no 
negative reactions’? about the cast’s performance, she 
said. 

Words and music for the play were written by Tim and 
Tom DeFrange of Ohio, according to Stein. The two men 
formed a company called Legacy, Inc., to bring the 
message of peace to people around the country. She added 
that the company sells a kit for those wishing to produce 
the play. ‘‘Alice in Blunderland’’ has been performed in 
over 100 communities since 1982. 


CASTING FOR the production began in August of 
last year, Stein said. While the 29-person cast rehearsed 
under the direction of Kay L. Ferrer, Stein was searching 
for funding for the production. 


The producer contacted the various peace groups in the 
county, including the diocesan Peace and Justice 
Commission. Although many were unable to provide 
monetary support, many agreed to endorse the 
production, Stein said. 


Donations asked at each performance are intended to 
cover production costs. Stein said, ‘“This is not a profit- 
making venture.’ 


The Alice” productions is available for weekend 
performances throughout the county until March 31, 
1987. The play will not be presented during the week, 
because cast members include school-aged children and 
others who work.

Will universal catechism be the answer? 


. There is a difference of opinion in the Church — even 
within the College of Cardinals — on the need for a single 
or universal catechism. 


Cardinal Franz Konig of Vienna, for one, thinks that a 
single catechism for the entire Catholic world is a thing of 
the past. Today, he says, we need to look ahead. The 
German episcopal conference, he points out, recently 
completed an excellent new catechism inspired by the 
principles of the Second Vatican Council; the Austrian 
bishops think so well of it that they officially adopted it for 
their own dioceses. 

THE MAJORITY of bishops attending the extra- 
ordinary Synod of Bishops in Rome recommended that a 
universal catechism or compendium of church teachings 
be prepared. The Holy Father endorsed that 
recommendation. Does this mean the synod participants 
and the pope himself favor an obligatory single catechism 
that must be used in all parts of the world, supplanting 
local catechisms, such as the German catechism? Will it 
become unnecessary or even improper for other countries 
to develop local catechisms of their own? 


I think not. It appears that what the synod is asking for 
is a universal synthesis of basic Catholic principles that 
individual episcopal conferences could use as a source 
book in preparing local catechisms adapted to the widely 
different needs of their people. 


In any case, there is also a difference of opinion — 
again, even within the College of Cardinals — as to who

should prepare this new synthesis and how it should be 
cleared for publication. Cardinal Bernard Law of Boston, 
one of the first to address this subject at the synod, 
recommended that the synthesis be prepared by a 
committee of cardinals and submitted to the world’s 
episcopal conferences for their specific input. 


IT WOULD appear that Cardinal Silvio Oddi, former 
prefect of the Vatican Congregation for the Clergy, which 
is currently responsible for catechetics, is off on a different 
tack. He announced after the synod that his congregation 
has been working on a universal synthesis of Catholic 
teaching for several years and can be expected to complete 
the document in the near future. It will need to be 
cleared, he indicated, only by the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith and then submitted to the pope for 
his approval. 


I would guess that those who spoke at the synod in 
favor of a universal catechism were surprised, perhaps 
even offended, by-Cardinal Oddi’s unilateral decision to 
bypass the various episcopal conferences. In fact, I 
suspect that if the cardinal had shown his hand in this 
regard during the synod, he would have been called to 
account by at least some of the bishops, including some 
who strongly favor a universal catechism or synthesis. 


It is to be hoped that the pope will countermand 
Cardinal Oddi’s decision and insist, in the spirit of 
collegiality, that the episcopal conferences be consulted on 
a matter of such crucial importance to the universal 
Church. 


THE REV. Dr. Martin Marty, the distinguished 
Lutheran church historian from the University of 
Chicago, was correct when he told the Washington Post at 
the time of the synod that there is a high degree of 
pluralism and ‘‘awesome internal variety’”’ in the Catholic 
Church. All the more reason, as some synod members 
pointed out, for structuring the closest possible 
cooperation between the Roman Curia and the episcopal 
conferences. 


Some progress has been made in this regard since the 
end of Vatican II, but much more remains to be done. 


The honest efforts made in 
parishes by priests, religious, 
and laity to consult, consent, 
and collaborate have meant 
that the Church on the parish 
level is, for the most part, alive 
and well.

Only one solution for true peace in Ireland 


I have always loved my Irish heritage. 
We even named a few of our children — 
Patrick, Kathleen, Maureen, Colleen, 
Michael, and Meaghan — after Irish 
saints and holy people. 


-There are two Irelands, of course, — 
the pixie, leprechaun, legendary Ireland 
we all carry in our hearts and the real 
Ireland of 1986, which pokes into the 
news with barricades of burning cars and 
mangled death from rubber bullets. 


TELEVISION, WHICH puts 
violence in the living room, also puts 
nonsense there, too. Such is the silly 
solution of some well-meaning but 
ignorant folks who think the problems of 
Northern Ireland can be solved by 
sending all children to the same state-run 
schools. 


Ireland’s problems, while they are 
played in the press as Protestant against 
Catholic, are not merely sectarian. They 
are deeply historical and have become 
part of the very fabric of the land. 


Stated simply, as the primate of all 
Ireland, Cardinal Tomas -O’Fiaich, did 
last year: The solution to Ireland’s 
problems is for England to get out. 


IRISH AUTHOR and historical 
authority Seamus MacCall, -in his 
60-page masterpiece A Little History of 
Treland states it even more coldly: 
“Britain’s unforgivable ‘sin (was) the 
proposed partitioning of the oldest 


historic nation in western Europe and the 


most geographically complete entity in 
the world.’’ 


Partition, which established the British 
crown colony of North Ireland in the ’20s, 
has left a bad taste in the mouth ever 
since. It’s chief accomplishment was 
preventing a united Ireland from 
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becoming a commercial rival of Britain. 
MacCall notes, with irony, the 
artificiality of the partition that gave 
Donegal, the most northerly county of 
Ireland, to the ‘‘south.”’ 


With a historical sweep of six centuries, 
MacCall demonstrates his conclusion that 
a ‘‘British government in Ireland had 
always been .without legality.’’ He cites 
the laws passed in 1367 when the English 
held a ‘‘parliament’’ of their own in 
Kilkenny. They decreed against Irish 
names, Irish games, Irish marriages. 
They even denied admittance to Irish 
novices in Catholic abbeys, monasteries, 
and religious orders. 


THE REPRESSION continued. In 
1919 the hated Black and Tans, recruited 
in England at ‘‘10 shillings a day,”’ 
burned 90 Irish towns and by the 
“*systematic murder of leaders of opinion 
teachers and_ public 
representatives’? — once again sought to 
reduce Ireland to servility. 


The terror is still there today. Earlier 
this month a 24-hour general strike in 
Northern Ireland was led by extremists 
(wearing black hoods to hide their 
identities) who are opposed to any sharing 
of power with the beleaguered Catholic 
minority. One factory, where 200 
Catholic workers refused to take part in 
the strike, was torched and burned to the 
ground. 
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Under martial law, administered from 
Westminster, the poor Irish, beth 
Protestant and Catholic, live like 
medieval serfs. Visiting a slum area called 
the Divis flats in Belfast last November, 
Catholic Bishop Edward Daly of Down 
and Connor condemned the ‘‘politicians 
who engage in verbal violence, or support 
violence, or threaten it.’’ He urged the 
slums be ‘‘knocked down’’ and politicians 
‘‘go9 round the streets of our deprived 
areas, Protestant as well as Catholic, and 
listen to people’s real needs’’ for decent 
housing and jobs. 


EXCEPT FOR occasional bursts on . 


TV most of us know little of the Ireland of 
today. Many are surprised to find that 
though the land is divided the Church is 
not. Ireland has one primate and one 
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conference of bishops for north and south. 


My friend, Jim Cantwell, who heads 
the bishops’ press office in Dublin has put 
together a 48-page up-to-date 
documentary called: The Catholic Church 
in Ireland. He minces no words about the 
violence, the problems of church and 
state. It’s easily worth the $3 he’s asking 
to mail it to anyone in America. I 
recommend you get it from him for an 
honest, up-to-date view of current events.

Difficult process 


We read with interest the article, 
‘“‘Catholics embarrassed about ‘making’ 
converts,’” by Dick Dowd (3/6). 


One must experience the tremendous 
bureaucratic convert process that is part 
of becoming a Catholic to realize what is 
involved. My wife is a Catholic, but I was 
never baptized and am divorced, as she 
is. All these facts have an.impact on the 
process that exists in the Church today. 


Obviously, there is little opportunity to 


discuss the full extent of our case in this 
letter, but I have had to have my 
particular case forwarded to Rome for 
final decision. Should that be 
disapproved, where do I go from there? 


It is not easy and it is not a simple 
process that can be accomplished over- 
night. The diocesan tribunal evaluated 
my case and decided it did not qualify for 
their blessing. The priest did explain that 
essentially I was too nice a guy, that I did

not have the necessary faults to qualify me 
for a favorable decision rendered by the 
tribunal. For example, I paid my debts, I 
did not deny my children, I honorably 
served my country, and so forth. 


If I had a reputation of beating my wife 
or drinking to excess, perhaps my case 
could have been more favorably reviewed 
by the tribunal and a local annulment 
granted. As it was, there was insufficient 
negative support for the local tribunal to 
act on my case, so it had to be sent to 
Rome for a ‘‘Privilege of the Faith”’ 
evaluation by the pope. If he approves, I 
can be granted a divorce from my first 
wife so that I may marry my current wife 
in the Church and be baptized. 


As you can see from this brief outline of 
my situation, conversion to Catholicism is 
not quick and it is not easy. As a couple 
we can certainly understand why there 
may not be as many converts to the 
Catholic Church as other religions may 
realize. This, in itself, may not be the 
reason why the number of converts are 
down, but it does not help to sell the 
program either. 


It is something a person has to want to 
do, and we are prepared to ride out all the 
red tape with the hope it will pay off for 
us. If it doesn’t we are open to suggestions 
on how we can legally enter the Church 
from the back door, perhaps via the 
Internal Form process. There are ways, 


but often the Church will not help us find 
the light. We have to do it for ourselves.

Abortion affects future of American society

Abortion has been a topic of public discussion in the 
U.S. for almost two decades. Theologians, lawyers, 
doctors, and social scientists have written, lectured, and 
testified on different aspects of the question. s 


Yet, despite the discussion, or maybe even because of 
it, the basic moral question concerning the rightness or 
wrongness of abortion has been obscured. It has been 
obscured by efforts to categorize abortion as an 
exclusively legal question, as simply a matter of medical 
procedure or a matter of feminine decision-making. What 
often passes for thoughtful argumentation in favor of 
abortion is a series of slogans, clichés, and distorted and 
misrepresented facts. 


THE CHURCH’S teaching on abortion is based on 
the conviction that each human life is sacred, called into 
existence by God, and called to a destiny that culminates 
in eternal union with God the Father. The Church has 
always taught that abortion, whether performed early or 
late, is a grave evil. 


For practical purposes, however, abortion is a problem 
of modern times. Consequently, in the documents of 
recent popes and of the Second Vatican Council we find 
the clearest and most forceful condemnation of abortion. 


It is essential to focus on what an abortion is: 7 is the 
killing of a human life. If | believed that the unborn was less 
than human, that the fetus was some sort of tumor (a 
collection of randomly multiplying cells), then all the 
reasons for killing it would make sense (like eradicating a 
cancer). Medical science tells us unequivocally, though, 
that the unborn is indeed a human being. 


IF ABORTION is a good, or even a neutral act, then 
some rational argument can be made on its behalf. On the 
other hand, if it is the killing of an innocent (although 
possibly inconvenient) human life, then have we really 
moved very far from Auschwitz? 


Dr. Bernard Nathanson, who made the movie ‘‘Silent 
Scream”’ and who is the former director of the Center for 
Reproductive and Sexual Health in New York (described 
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Opinion 


as “‘the first — and largest — abortion clinic in the 
western world’’), has had an interesting change of heart. 
His comments are worth pondering: ‘‘We must 
courageously face the fact, finally, that human life ofa 
special order is being taken. Since the vast majority of 
pregnancies are carried successfully to term, abortion 
must be seen as the interruption of a process that would 
otherwise have produced a citizen of the world. Denial of 
this reality is the crassest kind of moral evasiveness.”’ 


Abortion is violence. There ought to be human answers 
to the human problems of unwanted pregnancies. Let the 
woman’s ‘‘right to choose’’ remain valid until she 
conceives, but then remember that there is now, on 
board, a new person whose ‘‘right to life’? commands 
recognition. 


IT IS NOT true that from an unwanted pregnancy 
comes an unloved child. These children are often the most 
loved. The argument of the pro-abortionist is based on 
the assumption that the right to be born is dependent on 


being wanted. How many unplanned children have been - 


born to parents whose attitudes changed completely to 
total acceptance and love? How many unwanted children 
have made enormous contributions to the world? 


The following story illustrates this better than any kind 
of argument. The scene is a doctor’s consulting-room in 
Vienna, the imperial capital of Austria, in May 1770. A 
peasant woman enters and tells the doctor she is in her 
second month of pregnancy. Her husband, she pleads, is 
an alcoholic and has syphilis, one of her children is 
mentally retarded, and there is a family history of 
deafness. 


The doctor listens and finally agrees that there is a case 
for her to have this pregnancy terminated. However, a 
form has to be completed. Filling in the form, he asks her 
name. He cannot quite hear her, so he says, ‘Please spell 
it.’? She says: ‘‘B-E-E-T-H-O-V-E-N.”’ 

How can we ever know that such a life shouldn’t be 
born, or that such a life should be terminated? On what 
conceivable basis can we in our arrogance make’ such 
decisions? 


WE MUST distinguish between the desire to be 
pregnant, the desire to carry and to bear one’s child, and 
the desire to raise the child. Many women would like to 
have a child, but would not like to bear one. The psycho- 
logical situation is complicated, the woman feels helpless. 
In her desperation she consults her physician who, instead 
of removing the depression, removes the child. It is much 
like tightening the rope of a suicide noose. 

When the decisions of the Supreme Court imposed an 
abortion policy on this country in 1973, many thought 
this marked the end of the public controversy over 


legalized abortion. The Court treated abortion simply as 


a medical procedure and as a matter of individual 
privacy, and by doing so seemed to have removed the 
issue from the public arena. 


Thirteen years later, it is not possible realistically to 
hold such a view. While some maintain that abortion is 


now a private matter between a woman and her 
physician, the social and legal trends indicate that the 
Supreme Court’s decisions have had far-reaching effects 
on American society. This has happened, we believe, 
primarily because the court was tragically mistaken in 
thinking that abortion affects only a woman and her 
physician. 


EVERY ABORTION involves the father of the child, 
and in many cases abortion has profound effects on 
friends, parents, and other members of the family. Every 
abortion also involves the future of the society in which it 
takes place, for it involves moral, psychological, and 
emotional factors, which play an important role in 
making up the character of that society. 


By ignoring the public dimension of the practice of 
abortion and failing to recognize it as the fundamental 
social problem that it is, we place ourselves among its 
passive victims. In the United States this public 
dimension has been magnified by the Supreme Court’s 
classification of abortion as a virtual absolute 
constitutional right. 

The potential for destructiveness inherent in such 
action is almost unimaginable, for it reaches to the very 
roots of our legal system and turns its most basic 
principles upside down. The right to life is replaced by the 
right to kill, and the very concept of inherent rights is 
replaced by the concept of privileges bestowed by the state 
upon those it considers worthy of recognition. 


We do not pretend to have all the solutions to the 
problems that abortion has been purported to solve. 
Indeed, the idea that there was one quick and easy 
solution to these problems has been at the root of some 
very misguided support for our current public policy on 


abortion. We do know that abortion, in addition to being — 


a moral evil, has failed to solve society’s problems, and 
has itself become a legal and social disaster with 
consequences that will be felt for many years to come. 


IF THE CHURCH is serious about moral persuasion, 
and concernéd about both public and private morality 
and the impact of that morality on the human person, 
there is no way it can avoid involvement in matters of 
public policy. In terms of abortion, no one, and no 
church, can remain politically neutral. Not to take a stand 
is ultimately to take a stand — in favor of the status quo. 


When we embrace the mentality of abortion, we 
abandon the tenets of our religious faith and the divine 
commandment: Thou shalt not kill. We drop the mantle 
of our great Judeo-Christian traditions on which our 
society rests, and we cease to merit being called civilized 
men and women. 


We tell the ghetto mother that she is going to have to 
fight for everything that the middle-class woman has, 
such as housing, clothing, food, education. Then we say: 
“‘But we will give you one thing. We will give it to you 
and we will pay for it. We will let you kill your young.” 

THE PROBLEM of the unwanted child is a human 
problem. The violent act of abortion is no solution. 
Rather, it is the failure to look for a solution.

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Local objections raised over military aid

SAN DIEGO — Many Catholics here and throughout 
the country believe President Reagan’ s proposed $100 
million in aid to the contra rebels in Nicaragua is wrong 
and opposed to church teaching. 


Auxiliary Bishop Thomas Gumbleton of Detroit called 
President Reagan’s March 16 appeal for aid to the 
Nicaraguan rebels ‘‘one of the poorer attempts at 
presidential leadership we’ve had in a long time.”’ 


REAGAN, IN a nationally televised speech Sunday, 
March 16, accused the Mav ist Sandinista government of 
Nicaragua of being a ‘‘communist menace’’ that 
persecutes the Catholic Church, deals in drugs, attacks 
human rights, and threatens its neighbors in the United 
States. 


Bishop Gumbleton, president of Pax Christi USA, 
U.S. branch of an international Catholic peace 
movement, termed the speech an exercise in ‘‘outrageous 
rhetoric . . . many parts of which simply were untrue.’’ 
Bishop Gumbleton is one of some 200 national religious 
leaders who have led a campaign against aid to the 
Nicaraguan rebels. 


In a pastoral letter in the March 12 issue of The 
Catholic Sun, Bishop Frank J. Harrison of Syracuse, 
N.Y., said the U.S. Catholic bishops believe that ‘‘direct 
military aid to: any force attempting to overthrow a 
government with which we are not at war, and with which 
we maintain diplomatic relations, is illegal and in our 
judgment, immoral, and therefore cannot merit our 
support.”’ ; 


FURTHERMORE, BISHOP Harrison said, support 


for the rebels will increase suffering and threaten lives in 


Nicaragua.

SISTER MCDONALD is opposed to the aid package 
because she has received first-hand infomation about 
events in Nicaragua from Sister Julie Marciaq, a member 
of Sister McDonald’s religious community who has been 
working near Nicaragua’s northern border since that 
country’s 1979 revolution. 


Sister Marciaq visited with Sister McDonald last fall 
and told her that the Nicaraguan contras have committed 
many acts of violence against civilian men, women, and 
children in the Central American country. The visitor 
also told Sister McDonald that the Nicaraguan Sandinista 
government also has ‘‘the widespread support of the 


‘people.”’ 


‘‘The real enemy in Nicaragua is poverty and 
hunger, ”? Sister McDonald. said. This problem is 
“agsravated by the contras setting fires to hospitals, 
schools, and medical supplies,’’ she said. 


CONTRARY TO statements made by Cardinal 
Miguel Obando Bravo of Managua and the U.S. State 
Department, Sister McDonald said many missionaries 
she knows who work near Nicaragua’s northern border 
have told her they have encountered no religious 
persecution in the Central American nation. 


Maryknoll Sister Beatrice Zaragoza, a former 
missionary in Nicaragua, agrees that no religious 
persecution exists in Nicaragua. ‘‘The Church is very free 
to have anything they want in the way of processions and 
Masses,’’ Sister Zaragoza said in an interview at her 
order’s headquarters in Maryknoll, N.Y. 


‘“‘There is harassment in isolated instances,’’ Sister 
Zaragoza said, ‘‘but the harassment is of individual 
figures who have riled the government in some way, not 


of the Church.”’ 


JESUIT FATHER Dick Howard, who visited 
Nicaragua three times between 1984 and 1986, said 
“there is no popular support for the contras’’ in the 
Central American country. Father Howard is a former 


associate pastor at Christ the Hing parish now working in 
Oakland. 


Father Howard said ‘members of the Society of Jesus 
both here and in Nicaragua agree that no aid should be

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given to the contras because additional arms will only add 
to that nation’s violence. 


‘‘People (in Nicaragua) want to get on with their 
lives,’’ he said, adding that to do so the violence must be 
stopped and a political solution to the area’s troubles must 
be found. 


Ellen Smith, chairwoman of the diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission, said the commission agrees with the 
U.S. bishops that there can be no military solution to the 
conflict in Nicaragua. She says the commission would like 
the Contadora process of negotiation, rather than military 
assistance, to be used to resolve the conflict. 


THE LOCAL diocesan Peace and Justice 
Commission’s stand on aid to Nicaraguan rebels is in line 
with that of other social justice commissions throughout 
California, according to Jesuit Father William Wood, 
executive director of the California Catholic Conference 
in Sacramento. 


In contrast, Catholic Charities of California have taken 
a ‘‘clear position in condemning aid to the contras,”’ 
Father Wood said, adding that the group includes 
Catholic charitable groups throughout the state, many of 
whom work with refugees. The Diocese of San Diego’s 
Catholic Community Services (CCS) is part of the 
charities organization. 


Father Douglas Regin, CCS director in San Diego, 
concurs with not giving military aid to the contras because 
to do so would perpetuate Nicaragua’s problems. 


THE PROBLEM is a regional conflict, Father Regin 
said. ‘‘I don’t see how (the U.S. government) can provide 
the money to destabilize a government simply because 
they don’t like it,’’ he said. 


Father Regin believes, however, that humanitarian 
assistance funds, which would be used to assist people 
who have become refugees as a result of the conflict, 
should be allotted to Nicaragua. 


Congress was slated to begin voting by March 20 on the 
president’s aid package.

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St. Madeleine Sophie’s Training Center 


Integration into community is center’s aim 


By Joyce Carr 


EL CAJON — The setting here for 20-year-old &t. 
Madeleine Sophie’s Training Center (SMS) _ has 
remained the same, but its scenes have changed 
frequently in response to community needs. 


It is the only Catholic facility, south of Los Angeles, 
that educates developmentally disabled adults, executive 
director Sister Maxine Kraemer, RSCJ, said. The center 
is owned by an independent non-profit corporation made 
up of priests, religious, and laity. 

IN 1966, 12 mentally retarded pre-school children, 
aged three to nine, attended the school, then called St. 
Madeleine Sophie’s Center for Exceptional Children. At 
that time the local public school system had no programs 
for these youth, most of whom were Catholics, program 
director Jean Smith said. 


Today, 110 developmentally disabled adults, aged 22 to 
70, attend SMS classes in basic education, independent 
living and leisure skills, and creative arts, Sister Kraemer 
said. 

The youth program was gradually phased out after a 
1974 state law required public schools to educate all 
handicapped persons between the ages of three to 21, she 
said. Three adults were enrolled at SMS the following 
year. 


THE CENTER provides regular opportunities for 
faith development. 


About 20 adults attend Smith’s optional religion classes 
twice a week . Her objective is to increase awareness that 
‘*they are an integral part of the Christian community”’ 
and to apply scriptural lessons to their lives. 


Local clergy or Sister Kraemer conducts weekly 
Eucharistic paraliturgical services. Attendance is 
voluntary, but everyone comes to pray, sing, and 
‘*sometimes offer spontaneous petitions and prayers of 
thanksgiving,’’ she said. Mass is celebrated at SMS about 
five times a year. 


‘“‘THERE IS a joy about the faith life’ of SMS’s 
disabled adults, said Father Daniel Griesgraber, associate 
pastor of Holy Trinity Church. ‘“‘They express a 
wonderful sense of celebration.’’ He credited SMS’s 
personnel with ‘‘knowing how to help them participate at 
liturgies.”’ S 

‘““Many come to a level of acceptance... and 
wholeness,’’ he said. ‘““They thank God for being their 
strength in their weakness.”’ 


Father Griesgraber prepared 36-year-old Nanette 
Lamb for her profession of faith, First Communion, and 
Confirmation, which she received last May at SMS. He 
said a spirit of celebration prevailed as the SMS _ adults 
prepared a special breakfast following the liturgy. 


LAMB SAID she attends Holy Trinity Church 
regularly, receives the Eucharist weekly, and has recently 
joined the Catholic Daughters of the Americas. 


Maria Brandon, who wears a helmet to protect herself 
from grand mal seizures, was received into the Catholic 
Church at SMS March 14. 


The center’s new direction toward community-based 
instruction aims at its long-range goal, to integrate 
developmentally disabled adults into. the community. 

SINCE THE fall of 1984, 10 people from SMS have 
worked at Carroll’s intermediate care nursing home twice 
a week. They set tables for lunch and replace patients’ 
drinking water. 

Other businesses have agreed to hire SMS people part- 
time for a minimum wage after they can perform 90 
percent of the tasks accomplished by non-handicapped

employees, Smith said. These businesses are the Black 
Angus Restaurant, Aunt Emma’s, McDonalds, Ha’ 
Penny Inns, and Carroll’s nursing home. Sister Kraemer 
is seeking grant money to finance the necessary training. 


The center boasts a few businesses of its own. 


ONE IS St. Madeleine Sophie’s Catering Service. An 
advanced catering class, taught by nutritionist Lorri 
Beaton, prepares refreshments for luncheons, parties, and 
receptions. Items that can be ordered range from pin- 
wheel sandwiches to relish trays. 


Walt Navratil’s woodworking class markets 31 
different ornamental items — cutting boards, planters, 
magazine baskets, recipe holders, and hangers for belts, 
keys, and pot holders, to name a few. 


Christmas cards, also for sale, are designed by students 
in art classes taught by art therapist Susan Macnofsky. 
The cards ‘‘show a disarming depth of sensitivity,’ 
Father Griesgraber said. 


Developmentally disabled people’s right hemisphere of 
the brain, used for creative thinking and for drawing and 


painting, might be damaged less than the left brain, : 


Macnofsky said. 


PAINTINGS BY several SMS artists recently received 
awards in a Very Special Art. Show in Sacramento 
sponsored by the California Association for Retarded 
Citizens. 


St. Madeleine Sophie’s Sparrows, a 23-member 
chorale group directed by Pat Shea, are no strangers to 
the community. They will sing at the center’s April 25 
fund-raiser at the San Diego Hilton. They received a 
standing ovation for their performance at the Alpine 
Women’s Club. The Sparrows have sung selections in six 
languages. 

Sister Kraemer recalls the reaction of Father Euchariste 
Paulhus, executive director of the international Catholic 
commission for the handicapped, who heard the Sparrows 
sing at a Christmas luncheon for diocesan catechists. ‘“He 
could not believe they were handicapped,”’ she said. 


OTHER SMS activities in creative arts include dance, 
handbell, music appreciation, macrame, rug-making, 
and ceramics. 


In some respects, SMS has not changed. ‘‘We have 
always had a holistic approach,’’ Sister Kraemer said, 
referring to the center’s philosophy to develop the whole 
person. 


Those attending concentrate on one or more 
curriculum areas, such as food services, arts and crafts, 
and woodworking, Smith said. 


A TEACHER-PUPIL ratio of five to one enables the 
25 instructors to provide individualized attention needed 
to assist each person in achieving his or her full potential, 
Sister Kraemer said. The maximum class size is 15. 


Teachers who instruct eight levels of basic education 
(reading, writing, spelling, math, sign language, 
budgeting, and money management) have a California 
credential in special education, Sister Kraemer said. 


Other curriculum offerings include adaptive physical 
education, sensory-motor development, speech therapy, 
grooming skills, nutrition and weight reduction, and 
gardening. 

THOSE WHO attend SMS display a wide range of 
disabilities besides mental retardation — cerebral palsy, 
epilepsy, autism, Down’s syndrome, and speech impair- 
ment. The different levels of functioning ‘‘enable our 
loving people to take care of each other,’’ Sister Kraemer 
said. 


She noted the strides made by Troy, a 23-year-old 
totally blind man who has learned to participate in the 
center’s food service, woodworking, arts and crafts, and 
singing classes. 

Kristin’s congenital heart condition precludes any 
physical exertion, Sister Kraemer said. Although her 
oxygen tank is always available, paramedics have been 
called to assist her several times. This high functioning, 
developmentally disabled woman is majoring in food 
services and minoring in basic education. 


‘“EVERY PERSON who comes to SMS is accepted by 
the entire staff,’’ she said. ‘‘The homeroom teacher 
becomes their advocate.’’ She credits a comfortable and 
relaxed feeling to the achievements of ‘‘eight non-verbal 
people who have begun to speak.’’ 


Such disabilities do not prevent participation in 
athletics. 


Many use the center’s heated outdoor Olympic-size 
swimming pool with wheelchair ramps and a hydraulic lift 
for adaptive aquatics. They are taught by Red Cross 
Water Safety instructors. 


THE CENTER’S 19-member swim team is preparing 
for competition in the Greater San Diego Special 
Olympics competition to be held this spring. 


SMS bowlers practice three times a week at Parkway 
Bowl in El Cajon. Over 30 entered the county’s annual 
special bowling tournament Feb. 21 at Clairemont Bowl 
and will participate in the March 22 district tournament

Entrance criteria for St. Madeleine Sophie’s require 
that mental retardation be the primary diagnosis, Sister 
Kraemer said. 


APPLICANTS ARE screened at the San Diego- 
Imperial County Regional Center, which works with the 
disabled person’s parents and social worker to determine 
placement in an environment with the least possible 
restrictions, she explained. 


I.Q.’s of applicants range from 30 to 100. All are 
graduates of the public school system. 


‘““They can stay as long as we’re helping them,”’ Sister 
Kraemer said, adding that some have attended the center 
since 1975. 


THE REGIONAL center allocates funds for each 
disabled adult attending SMS. The amount is based on a 
per person daily rate determined by the state. 


However, the center incurs an annual deficit of over 
$50,000, which must be offset by fund-raisers and 
donations. 


Sister Kraemer hopes to erect a $1.2 million multi- 
purpose building to allow an enrollment of 130, to expand 
kitchen and catering areas, and to accommodate indoor | 
recreation areas for student assemblies, socials, and 
physical education classes. 

To date, $300,000 has been raised for the proposed 
4,000 square-foot structure.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (NC) — Msgr. 
John Esseff from Scranton, Pa., spends 
his days trying to help thousands of 
people displaced by Lebanon’s long civil 
war. 


The priest heads the Pontifical Mission 
for Palestine, an agency that began in 
1949 to help Palestinian refugees, but 
which took on a new role when Lebanese 
Christians and Moslems began fighting in 
1975. 


SINCE THEN ‘‘we’ve been caring for 
the victims of war,’’ he said. 


He estimated that there are “‘as many”’ 
displaced and refugee Lebanese now as 
there were displaced and 
Palestinians when the pontifical mission 
began. The number is estimated to be 
around 500,000. 


About 40 percent of the mission- 
administered funds goes to aid these 
displaced persons, the monsignor said. 


THE MONEY comes from church 
agencies, such as Miserior, the charitable 
arm of the German bishops’ conference, 
and the Catholic Near East Welfare 
Association, which receives 10 percent of 
the annual Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith collection in the United States. 


AIN WAR, Lebanon (NC) — A 
shower at the Blessed Sacrament 
Sisters’ orphanage in Ain War comes 
from a bucket of water. 


Saturday is shower day at the home, 
10 miles north of Beirut, Lebanon’s 
capital, and the order’s novices help 
the little girls who live there get 
scrubbed clean. 


THERE ARE 225 girls, mostly 
8-12 years old, living with the sisters at 
the orphanage, which is at the 
community’s motherhouse. About 80 
percent of them have been displaced by 
Lebanon’s civil war. 


Some are orphans. Others have 
been placed at the home by their 
families for safekeeping. 


“‘Four of the girls have had brothers 
killed on the demarcation line”’ 
between the Christian and Moslem 
sectors of Beirut, said Mother Francois 
Douehy, one of the eight nuns who 
founded the order 20 years ago. 


THE ORDER, founded to serve 
girls in the mountains of Lebanon, has 
30 professed sisters, 12 novices, and 25 
girls in pre-novitiate stages. Its original 
work — to educate young women — 
| has been eclipsed by war relief efforts. 


‘‘We run the orphanage through the 
will of God and the help of the 
pontifical mission,’’ Mother Douehy 
said. The Pontifical Mission - for 
Palestine, a Vatican-sponsored agency 
that provides social services in ~ 
Lebanon, sponsors 200 children at the 
orphanage. The mission recently gave 
the nuns a generator. 


‘*The devotion of the nuns’’ is key, 
Mother Douehy said, as she pointed to 
a room full of jars of home-canned 
fruits and vegetables the nuns had 
prepared from the convent garden 
harvest. 


MOTHER DOUEHY said that the 
children, most of whom come from 
families displaced from southern 
Lebanon or from the Lebanon 
‘Mountains, see their relatives only a 
few times a year. 


More children are on a waiting list 
to enter the orphanage, she said. The 
orphanage already sometimes sleeps 
two to a bed in a 160-bed auditorium- 
like room. 


There is no heat in the building and 
temperatures reach freezing in winter. 


THE NUNS emphasize the healing 
power of love and know that the 
children carry heavy burdens, said 
Mother Douehy.

Msgr. Esseff voiced fears for the future

become a minority there. His parents 
were immigrants from Lebanon, and he 
has taken Lebanese Christianity as his 
cause. The priest said he sees himself as 
Ezekiel, the prophet of the Old 
Testament. 


“‘T believe God sent me to Lebanon to 
sound the trumpet’’ of impending doom, 
he said. 


FREEDOM TO practice Christianity 
‘‘will be destroyed,”’ he said. “‘It’s going 
to die. The sword is coming against a 
million Christians and they are going to 
die.”’ 

He sharply criticized Islam, calling it 
‘a false religion,’’ with ‘‘a strong appeal 
to the lower instincts of human nature,”’ 
but stressed that the pontifical mission 
gives 20 percent of its funds to children’s 
programs ‘‘of all religious persuasions.”’ 


“‘Somewhere there is a sign that God 


She told of Hanan Khoury, 10, who 
struggles with guilt. 


“She was born in Beirut in a 
wealthy family but begged her family 
to return to the family’s native 
mountain village,’’ Mother Douehy 
said. ‘‘Later they had to escape when 
Druze attacked. The family lost all its 
possessions. 


‘ONE DAY Hanan stopped 
studying. We asked her what was the 
matter. She said she had been reading 
and saw her house in the mountains. 
She feels that because she pleaded to 
return to the village, it is her fault that 
the family lost everything.”’ 

Other children expressed anxieties 
differently. Therese Thouma, 14, 
sobbed as she recalled the escape from 
a Druze attack on her village three 
years before. 

“‘T was carrying my 11-month-old 
sister when the shelling began,’’ she 
said. ‘‘My cousin told me to leave the 
baby and run.”’ 


“TLL DIE with her,’’ the sobbing 


14-year-old recalled thinking’ to 
herself. Both survived. 
Her 9-year-old sister Simona 


remembered going without food for 
seven days when her family lived in an 
abandoned movie theater. She begged 
strangers passing by for food. 


Simona recalled, giggling, that she 
went to beg at the same bakery so 
many times that the baker became 
exasperated and ‘‘finally he threw a 
bucket of water on me.”’ 


THE GIRLS, who live at the 
orphanage with their 3-year-old sister 
Micheline, also recalled happy 
memories. 


They spoke of the eventual reunion 
with their father who was in Beirut 
buying food for his shops when the 
Druze attacked. 


“When he went back to the 
village,’’ Therese said, ‘‘they robbed 
and beat him and told him there was 
no room for Christians there.”’ 


THE THREE sisters also recalled 
losing and finding their brother, then 
8, during the escape. He became 
separated from them during the 
confusion, they said, but another 
family found him and took him to a 
nearby Christian village. 


“‘When we finally got there,” 
Micheline said, ‘‘he was sitting in the 
middle of the street, crying, ‘I want my 


mother.’ “" __ sister Mary Ann Walsh 
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loves everybody,”’ he said. The pontifical 
mission ‘‘ministers to the need’’ and does 
‘not regard the creed.”’ 


ABOUT 30 percent of the money is 
used for development projects, said Msgr. 
Esseff, who cited a “‘great need for 
technical training’? in areas such as 
carpentry and electronics. The pontifical 
mission supports projects in those areas 
and in agriculture and ‘‘has helped 
develop farms on monastery lands,’’ he 
said. 


Msgr. Esseff said he avoids taking sides 
in a nation where religion determines 
political party affiliation and where 
Christians and Moslems further divide 
themselves according to an almost feudal- 
like system centered on prominent 
families. 


Christians, for example, for years have 
lined up behind the Gemayel or the Fran- 
jieh families, which are longtime, bloody 
rivals. 


TRYING TO reach a balance, Msgr. 
Esseff said he has tried to be friends with 
both. For example, he celebrated Mass at 
the palace of President Amin Gemayel 
one Sunday morning, but he also dined 
with former President Sulieman Franjieh 
on the anniversary of the death of Fran- 
jieh’s son Tony. 

Tony Franjieh was killed along with his 
wife and 3-year-old daughter in 1978 by 
followers of President Gemayel’s brother, 
Bashir. Bashir Gemayel was assassinated 
in 1982, just weeks before he was to 
assume the presidency of Lebanon. 

The 57-year-old priest, who said he 
rises between 4 and 5'a.m. to pray, said 
he saw little difference between his earlier

and his current work as a priest. In the 
Diocese of Scranton he worked with 
inner-city poor and prisoners. Before 
that, he worked with the poor in Peru. 


HE HAS DEALT ‘‘with a lot of 
people who have killed a lot of people,”’ 
he said, but never before has he ‘‘dealt 
with people who have killed on such a 
large scale.”’ 


He noted that violence has long been 
familiar in Lebanon, where firing guns is 
part of wedding and funeral celebrations. 


“The nation’s favorite saints are St. 
George, who slew the dragon, and St. 
Elie, the prophet who slew the false 
prophet,”’ he said. 


‘“‘*THEIR PICTURES are in churches 
throughout the country,’’ he added. 


Msgr. Esseff sleeps at his office in 
Christian-controlled East Beirut. He 
cannot safely go to the pontifical mission 
apartment in Moslem-controlled west 
Beirut.

HE NOTED that an armed bodyguard 
couldn’t prevent the kidnapping of 
American Servite Father Lawrence 
Martin Jenco, director of Catholic Relief 
Services in Lebanon.

WHILE SAYING the compromise 
might represent ‘a glimmer of hope’’ for 
a satisfactory outcome, Father Curran 
said he nonetheless is prepared to file a 
civil suit to protect his teaching contract. 


Several past presidents of the Catholic 
Theological Society of America issued a 
statement defending Father Curran. 
They said if Father Curran’s viéws are so 
‘incompatible with church teaching’’ 
that he must be dismissed, then ‘‘justice 
and fairness would dictate that other 
Catholic theologians who hold similar 
views should be treated in exactly the 
same fashion.”’ 


‘*The problem is, of course, that there 
are very many Catholic theologians who 
do dissent from non-infallible teachings,”’ 
the theologians added. 


THE SIGNERS included, among 
others, Jesuit Fathers Walter Burghardt 
and Richard A. McCormick, both of 
Georgetown University; and Fathers 
Richard A. McBrien of Notre Dame, 
David W. Tracy of the University of 
Chicago, and Gerard S. Sloyan of 
Temple University. 


Other U.S. Catholic voices, however, 
praised the Vatican action and denied 
that a theologian has a right to dissent 
from church teachings.

Bishop James Malone of Youngstown, 
Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, was 
supportive of the Vatican. 


SOMEONE WHO ‘“‘does not accept 
the teaching of the Church’s magisterium 
on crucial points cannot reasonably 
expect to occupy a position which requires 
that he teach what the Church teaches,’’ 
said Bishop Malone. 


He added that the Vatican has ‘‘the . 


right and duty’’ to ‘‘safeguard the 
authenticity of Catholic teaching through- 
out the world.”’

have to give up what they have, Smith 
said. ‘‘We’re stewards of the earth and we 
need to share what’s there,’’ she added. 


Rather than feeling threatened about 
changes in the economic system, people 
should be excited about the change in 
thinking — to being community-minded 
and developing relationships for people 
rather than things, Smith said. 

MANY OF those who responded to the 
second draft said that it was easier to 
read.

Criticisms included that the letter’s 
farm policy was rambling and that the 
economy’s impact on the family was also 
missing from the document. Some 
respondents hoped the Church would lead

own economic practices. 


Smith noted that the diocesan Peace 
and Justice Commission has sponsored a 
number of workshops and has purchased 
resources to aid in reviewing the 
economic pastoral letter.

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Shared responsibility eases family stress ‘|’ 


Gather the family, light a candle, say a prayer, and let’s 
talk about work at home and away from home. It can 
cause great stress if people are unhappy with their work 
situation and division. 


When I began tabulating my stress research, married 
men and women diverged dramatically on this issue of 
work. The second highest of the top 10 stresses on the 
women’s list, lack of shared responsibility in the home, 
didn’t appear at all on the men’s list. 


NOR DID unhappiness with the work situation, high 
on the men’s list, appear on the married women’s. Both 
appeared on the single mother’s list, clearly showing her 
dual role, which is a source of high tension in the single 
parent family. 


Much of the stress over shared responsibility in the 
home stems from the high percentage of working mothers 
who feel the injustice of being expected to do all or most of 
the household chores while working the same number of 
hours outside the home as their spouse. Statistics show 
that in the dual paycheck family, the father does 11 
percent of household chores, the children 4 percent and 
the mother 85 percent. 


“Tt isn’t fair,’’ said one mother. ‘‘I work as hard at my 
job as my husband does at his and as the children do at 
school, but I’m expected to do all the cooking, cleaning, 
shopping . . . everything. I bring money into the family

but nobody else wants to help with what they call my work 
at home.”’ 


MEN COMPLAIN that nobody appreciates their 
working in jobs they don’t like. One of the saddest 
comments was from a father of four. ‘‘I feel like a wallet 
to my family. Nobody ever says thanks for the rent or 
groceries.’’ Too typical, I’m afraid. 


How do families who deal well with a poor work 
situation do so? They show empathy and appreciation. 
They make life at home pleasant for the worker. “‘I can 
put up with eight hours of unpleasant work because I look 
forward to a pleasant life at home,’’ these workers say. 


Most of all, these families don’t tell workers they are 
tired of hearing them complain. They let them vent and 
they show empathy, which, by its very nature, shows 
appreciation. 


FAMILIES WHO handle shared responsibility well 
have lowered housekeeping standards and share chores 


more equitably. They ail clean house and take care of the 
lawn and cars. And they do it without having to be asked. 


This Lent let’s look at our own family’s ability to share 
responsibility by asking and responding to these 
questions. 

1. Who in the family is dissatisfied with chore 
allocation? Why? 


2. How can we come up with a more just division of 
chores? Can we take turns getting dinner, for example? 


Or for keeping the grass cut? ~)\s 


3. What areas of family chores cause the most tension? 
Picking up around the house? Doing laundry? Dishes? 
Cleaning? Taking care of pets? 


4. How do we grade ourselves on showing appreciation 
to one another for services performed and income earned? 


5. Do we assign one person to be responsible for our 
spiritual life together? Who? How can we each take more 
personal responsibility for keeping God alive and well in 
our family?

What did Jesus know about his divinity? 


QUESTION: Recently in a homily I 
heard a priest comment that 
‘according to scripture scholars Jesus 
came to the realization that he was God 
over the course of his life.’’ The priest 
said this is a good thing since we now 
know that Jesus was subject to doubt 
and confusion as we all are. 


I heard the same idea about a dozen 
years ago in a theology class at a 
Catholic college. The reaction was: ‘‘If 
Jesus didn’t know for sure that he was 
God, why should we follow his 
teachings?”’ 

What is the official church teaching 
on this matter? Has not the post- 
Vatican II Church gone overboard in 
stressing the humanity of Jesus? 
(Pennsylvania) 


ANSWER: As you know, your 
question involves one of the two most 
profound and pivotal mysteries of our 
faith. (The other is the Trinity.) We 
believe that Jesus is truly God and truly 
human. How can one person combine in 
himself all the attributes of an infinite 
God and at the same time all the 
attributes (except sin) of a very finite 
human nature? 


That is mystery. It is the question 
Christians have wrestled with since the 
beginning and which we continually 
attempt to understand further, always 
realizing that full explanation is beyond 
the reach of our intelligence. 


WHATEVER WE say must respect 
both of those natures. We cannot deny

any facet of God as present in Jesus. On 
the other hand, our faith and the New 
Testament itself affirm that Jesus was not 
just dabbling here and there with being 
human. He possessed a perfect human 
nature, including a real human mind and 
a real human will, with all that those 
things necessarily imply. 

Some people, and some theologians in 
the early centuries especially, have spoken 
of Jesus’ mind in such a way that it nearly 
destroys the humanity of that mind. They 
seem to say that, particularly in a crisis, 
he possessed a kind of trap door that 
connected his mind to God’s, in effect 
making his mind not human but divine. 


How far can one go with this without 
ultimately claiming that Jesus did not 
really, but only seemed to have a human 
intelligence, a human nature? 


EVEN THE New Testament seems to 
be clear about the distinction. Luke tells 
us that as Jesus lived in the home of 
Nazareth he ‘‘progressed’’ steadily in 
wisdom and age and grace before God 
and men’’ (2:52). 


Hebrews tells us, among many other 
statements regarding the nature of Jesus, 
that he learned ‘‘obedience from what he 
suffered’’ (5:8).

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Survivor’s ‘‘Burning Heart’’ is the theme from the 
Sylvester Stallone film ‘‘Rocky IV.’’ The song is difficult to 
separate from the movie. Both repeat the same message, 
popularized by Rocky movies: ‘“There is so much at stake, 
seems our freedom’s up against the ropes, does the crowd 
understand, is it East vs. West or man against man.”’ 


Stallone has become a master at using flag-thin 
patriotism for personal profit. Whether it is Rambo or 
Rocky, ‘the character acts out what the song suggests: 
Depend on the “‘passion that kills’’ to win victory. 


But, in a world that seriously needs understanding 
between nations, the Rambo-Rocky approach seems like 
something left over from the Stone Age. 


Christians are called to see the world much differently. 
It’s hard to imagine Jesus trying to solve international 
problems Rambo-style, with an arsenal of machine guns 
and rockets. Likewise, symbolically turning international 
differences into man against man, bash-and-hurt fights, 
suggests that violence is the only way to overcome 
differences. 


It is time to turn away from the false divisions in the 
human family that the Rambo-Rocky films exploit. This 
doesn’t mean denying the tensions and problems that 
threaten the world. Christians can be realists as they work 
for new solutions.

Proceder en el enriquecimiento de 
nuestra cultura

aceptamos de otra cultura lo que nos favorezca y 
rechazamos lo que no lo haga. 


Este proceder, en nuestra realidad, no es facil, debido a 
que hacemos frente a la dicha cultura urbano-industrial 
del pais mas poderoso del mundo y que se presenta, por lo 
mismo, con el atractivo de ser la unica valedera, la 
portadora de la “‘civilizacién’’ que pide nuestro mundo 
moderno.

Sandinistas, contras, y Estados Unidos acusados 
por los abusos a los derechos humanos en Nicaragua 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Un nuevo informe de la 
organizacion sobre los derechos humanos, Americas Watch, 
criticé en forma general a los Sandinistas, a sus oponentes 
militares y a los Estados Unidos por el ‘‘empeoramiento”’ 
de la situacidn de los derechos humanos en Nicaragua. 


El informe, emitido el 4 de marzo en Washington, 
senala que “‘todas las partes involucradas en el conflicto 
nicaragtiense contribuyeron al empeoramiento de la 
situacion de los derechos humanos en ese pais durante el 
ano pasado.”’ 


AMERICAS WATCH dijo que las victimas de la 
violacién a los derechos humanos ‘‘es la gente de 
Nicaragua; y sus opresores son el gobierno nicaragiiense, 
los contras y los Estados Unidos.’’ 


““No estamos en la posicidn de sefialar que una parte 


comete abusos mds que la otra. Los abusos son diferentes 
€ inconmensurables. Todos ellos deben ser condenados 
por el fracaso de no alcanzar el standard bdsico de los 
derechos humanos a nivel internacional.’’ 


El informe indica que los Estados Unidos deben 
compartir la culpa por los abusos debido a los fondos y al 
apoyo que le brinda a los contras, fuerzas que buscan 
destronar al gobierno nicaragiiense. También criticé al 
gobierno estadounidense por proveer ‘‘falsa 
informacién’’ al Congreso sobre abusos a los derechos 
humanos cometidos por los contras y por su intento de 
“‘tapar”’ a aquellos, que cometen abusos. 


EL INFORME de Americas Watch coincide con una 
campania intensa por parte del gobierno de Reagan para 
proveer 70 millones de délares en ayuda militar y 30 
millones en ayuda no-militar a los contras. 


Sandinistas oprimen a la gente pero el diadlogo es posible 


WASHINGTON (NC) — EI régimen Sandinista esta 
oprimiendo a la gente, pero la puerta para el didlogo esta 
todavia abierta un ‘“‘poquito,’’ dijo el Obispo Pablo 
Antonio Vega, vice-presidente de la Conferencia 
Episcopal de Nicaragua, el 6 de marzo. 


El obispo, de la prelatura de Juigalpa, Nicaragua, 
también dijo que la emisora radial catdlica nacional, 
Radio Catdlica, puede solamente ser permitida salir al 
aire si cambia su nombre. La estacién fue cerrada el afio 
pasado debido a que no emitié un discurso del Presidente 
Daniel Ortega. 


EL OBISPO Vega estuvo en Washington del 5 al 7 de

Nicaragua. La conferencia estuvo auspiciada por la 
Heritage Foundation, institucién de pensamiento 
conservador en Washington, el 6 de marzo.

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Controversy swirls around ‘The Color Purple’

NEW YORK (NC) — ‘‘The Color 
Purple,’’ Alice Walker’s novel about a 
Black woman’s liberation from a life of 
oppression, was both a best seller and the 
winner of a number of literary 
distinctions, including the Pulitzer Prize. 


Adapted for the screen under the aegis 
of Steven Spielberg, the film version has 
done equally well in box office popularity 
and-on the award circuit. How many 
Oscars the film will receive from the 11 
categories in which it has been nominated 
won’t be known until the Academy 
announces them during the ABC telecast 
March 24, starting at 9 p.m. 


NOTABLE AMONG the honors the 
film has already been accorded is a 
Christopher Award naming it as one of 
four 1985 films judged to have achieved 
artistic excellence in ‘‘affirming the 
highest values of the human spirit.”’ 


Not everyone, however, has praised 
this Spielberg work. From the first, the 
movie aroused controversy over what was 
seen as its stereotyped depiction of Black 
males as cruel and insensitive human 
beings. 

Adding insult to injury was the film’s 
failure to include even a token portrayal 


of a sympathetic Black man to balance the 
picture. 


SOME OF those who object to the 
film’s brutal stereotypes fear that it may 
reinforce racial prejudice among some 
members of the white audience. Because 
there are so few opportunities to make 
movies about Black life, this version of it 
is even more harmful for the image of 
Blacks. 


The controversy has mainly been 
voiced within the Black community. It is 
easy to understand that Blacks — like any 
minority — are sensitive about how their 
image is perceived by the larger 
community. It is a matter of no little 
consequence. 


The movie, of course, is not about 
Black men but about one Black woman 
who overcomes her oppression in rural 
Georgia between the world wars. 
Victimized by her father and husband, 
she ultimately achieves her independence 
as a person. 


THE PROBLEM is that the movie is 
the kind of Hollywood melodrama that 
fails to establish the reality of its specific 
historical context. Part of what is left out 
is the oppressive nature of a segregated 
society that brutalized Black people and 
was destructive of Black family life. 


For the purposes of this particular story 
— a woman liberating herself from male 
domination — the historical context may 
not seem of crucial importance. For the 
purposes of racial understanding, 
however, the movie had a responsibility 
to insure that viewers have some sense 
that its Black male protagonists were 
themselves formed by and victims of a 
system of racial injustice. 


Because the film lacked this necessary 
context, the film was judged morally 
offensive by the Communication 
Department of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. As with all films rated by the 
department, the O classification given to 
“‘The Color Purple’’ was the result of a 
consensus among staff and board of 


- consultants. 


THE REVIEW pointed out that ‘‘the 
film may be well-meaning enough in its 
attempt to dispel Black stereotypes, but 
has a tendency instead to reinforce them, 
such as the recurring theme of incest, 
wife-beating, and general intolerance. 
There is no positive representation of any 
Black men.”’ 


Racial stereotyping was the overriding 
reason for the moral classification 
although there was considerable concern 
also on the way in which the film treated 
its sexual themes, including a brief but 


essential reference to lesbianism. ' 


The USCC rating and review service 
serve as normative moral guides, pointing 
out the pros and. cons of problematic 
issues. They are intended to-contribute a 
moral perspective to whatever other 
information, Catholic viewers use in 
determining whether a film is worth 
patronizing. ; 


A FILM such as ‘“The Color Purple”’ 
offers a variety of insights on the human 
condition. For those who focus on the 
movie’s uplifting outcome, the film has a 


high moral message 
liberation. 
Others, however, see this positive 


message as seriously obscured by the 
film’s negative stereotyping of Black life 
and, hence, detrimental to the image of 
the Black community today. 


For this reason, ‘“The Color Purple’’ 
raises issues of concern for the entire 
community. The controversy it has 


engendered is healthy because it forces — 


adult viewers to reflect and search more 
deeply into the meaning of what they 
have seen portrayed. To concentrate on 
the positive elements in the film is 
commendable but to be unaware of its 
negative aspects is shortsighted and 
potentially damaging. 


Making family films can be rewarding venture 


Everyone who ‘‘knows the business’ 
knows that G-rated family films went out 
with nickel newspapers and .10-cent candy 
bars. 


Even the executives running the Walt 
Disney organization know that a PG- 
rated film (parental guidance suggested) 
has a better chance of drawing an 
audience than if it was labeled with a G 


rating (general audiences, all ages 
admitted). 

RUNNING COUNTER to the 
industry’s conventional wisdom, 


however, is a new theatrical circuit of 
movie houses known as the Clubhouse 


Pictures Family Network. Some 1,000 
theaters are participating in this 
distribution plan, which offers viewers 
five new G-rated films, one a month from 
January through May. Clubhouse 
theaters are expected to exhibit each film 
for a four-week period, thereby assuring 
their community a continuing supply of 
G-rated films. 


‘“‘The Adventures of Mark Twain,”’ a 
clay animation film was selected to 
premiere the Clubhouse Pictures concept. 
Will Vinton, the film’s producer-director, 
has made a number of award-winning 
shorts used in schools for the past decade. 


Pop singer uses music in 


ORLANDO, Fla. (NC) — At 21 he 
had $2 million and eight gold records, 
including ‘‘Teenager in Love,’’ ‘‘Run- 
around Sue’’ and ‘‘Ruby Baby.’’ He was 
Dion of Dion and the Belmonts. 


However, singer Dion Francis Dimucci 
was not happy. 


DIMUCCI, IN an interview with The 


* Florida Catholic, recalled his battle with 


alcohol and drugs and how renewed faith 
in God led him to use his music in 
ministry. 

Dimucci, 45, lives in the Miami area 


. and uses his music, he said, ‘‘to help 


people come to know the Lord.’’ He also 
works with drug addicts and alcoholics. 


He said he feels he is ‘‘able to talk to 
people who are where I was. I can reach 
them when a priest or nun or psychiatrist 
can’t.”’ 


RAISED IN an Italian Catholic family 
in the Bronx, N.Y., Dimucci said he 
‘learned about life’’ in the streets. He 
also learned, he added, that the formula 
for success was ‘‘to be somebody and 


, have enough money to have the right girl 


on your arm.”’ 


After marriage to his childhood sweet- 
heart and a number of musical hits, 
Dimucci said, he noticed ‘‘a gap between 
how people saw me and how I perceived 
myself.’’ 

‘«There was an emptiness,’” he said. ‘‘I 
tried drugs and drink to try to fill the 
vacuum in me.”’ 

DIMUCCI HAD what he called a 
‘‘profound religious experience’’ in 1968 
that changed his life. 

“‘T fell on my knees and I cried out to 
God, ‘Help me,’ ’”’ Dimucci said, ‘‘and

he did. He said, ‘Here I am.’ Ever since 
then I haven’t had a drink or taken a 
drug.”’ 

Since then, Dimucci said, he also has 
experienced a ‘‘gradual growth”’ in faith. 


A SIMILAR experience a few years 
ago set him ‘‘free,’’ he said. 


‘T felt this white light in the pit of my 
chest and it moved throughout my 
body,’’ he recalled. ‘“Talk about feeling 
the presence of God! Jesus revealed 
himself to me. I knew who he was and 
why he had come. I sensed his 
indescribable love and the depth of his 
forgiveness.”’ 
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The best-known of these is ‘‘Martin the 
Cobbler,’’ an adaptation of Leo Tolstoy’s 
story, ‘‘Where Love Is, God Is.’’ This 
1977 clay animation short has gone on to 
become a standard resource in religious 
media libraries. 


Vinton knows that putting his film into 
theatrical release is a big gamble. ‘“‘The 
creation of the Clubhouse Theater circuit 
was a good move on the part of Atlantic 
(his distributor). It will help create an 
identity — films parents can count on — 
for my film and the others in the series.”’ 


THE BIGGEST problem with the 
Clubhouse Theater approach is that it 
might boomerang. “‘One of my fears,”’ 
Vinton said, ‘‘is that with the Clubhouse 


label, the public may perceive my film as 
being for juveniles rather than for all age 
levels.’’ ; 


As part of the Clubhouse distribution 
package, ‘‘The Adventures of Mark 
Twain’’ will be playing across the country 
through May. Vinton hopes that it will 
work and will bring the family audience 
back to the movie theaters. He is 
convinced, though, that the only way that 
can happen is by word of mouth. 


Whatever happens, Vinton is getting 
ready to go into pre-production on his 
next feature. The question is not whether 
Vinton has talent but whether there is still 
a family audience willing to go out to a 


movie theater. — Henry Herx
